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A   FOREWORD    FROM    OUR   HEAD 

Dear  Black  and  Red: 

Once  again  you  are  setting  out  on  your  rounds,  and  will 
be  read  with  keenest  interest  by  many — both  old  and  young — 
locally  and  far  afield.  In  the  very  nature  of  things  your 
clientele  is  widely  scattered,  for  you  have  to  serve  more  than 
the  present  boys  in  attendance,  with  their  parents,  who  follow 
the  life  of  their  sons  here  with  closest  attention.  There  are 
those  who  have  been  here  before  you,  whose  pride  in  the  School 
has  by  no  means  lessened,  and  today  would  miss  nothing  of 
your  life;  whilst  there  are  others  who  would  fain,  first,  picture 
the  life  of  their  boys  whom  they  contemplate  adding  to  our 
Roll  Call. 

Yours,  then,  it  is  to  make  your  pages  no  mere  catalogue 
of  doings,  but  the  rather  a  living,  pulsating  record,  capable  of 
transferring  your  own  enthusiasm  to  your  readers,  whoever 
they  may  be.  That  you  have  done  so,  is  very  evident  by  the 
many  cordial  words  that,  with  each  fresh  number,  come  to  my 
hand;  and  which  en  bloc  (for  space  forbids  more)  you  should 
be — and  are — now  made  aware  of.  Keep  up  the  good  work. 
You  are  doing  more  than  you  can  realize  for  the  present  and 
future  well-being  of  University  School. 

You  are  an  expensive  son,  but  what  proud  parents  worry 
o'er  such  cost! 


You  are  called  upon  to  note  in  this  issue  the  Passing  of 
some  fine  fellows  in  the  full  strength  of  their  early  manhood. 
The  Great  War  took  heavy  toll  of  us;  the  times  of  peace  also 
have  their  tragedies  for  us.  The  snowslide  on  Goat  Mountain, 
a  jump  that  just  failed  to  reach  its  objective,  are  unexpected  ends 
to  lives  of  promise.  Schools  with  generations  behind  them 
naturally  have  their  obituaries  in  every  issue  of  their  Records; 
we,  of  University  School  proper,  have  but  just  come  of  age 
( 1906-27) ,  and  our  Alumni  are  yet  far  from  Life's  full  span  of 
activity.  This  fact  naturally,  therefore,  accentuates  our  losses. 
Let  us  hope  that  they  will  long  be  few  in  number. 


I  will  ask  you  to  find  room  in  this  issue  for  the  lists  of 
Head  Boys,  and  the  honours  won  scholastically  since  1906, 
lists  which  adorn  the  walls  of  the  entrance  hall  in  the  Seniors' 
House,  yet  deserve  the  conning  over  by  a  wider  public.  Whilst 
character  building  is  our  supreme  aim — for  no  book  knowledge 
can  outweigh  its  value  in  after  years — a  school  is  for  study  in 
next  order  of  precedence,  and  these  lists  will  show  that  we  have 
had  steady  success.  Some  years  there  have  been  fewer  boys  of 
an  age  to  matriculate,  but  always  there  have  been  sorne.  As 
numbers  increase  there  will  be  still  more  entering  for  the  final 


test,  and  with  our  efficient  staff  we  have  no  doubt  of  results, 
given  that  boys  have  the  willing  heart  to  respond.  One  cannot 
make  bricks  out  of  straw,  but  with  boys  given  into  our  care  for 
a  sufficient  period,  our  masters  can,  almost  with  certainty,  mould 
material  into  success.  In  the  above  connection  I  will  ask  you 
to  find  room  for  the  striking  witness  borne  in  our  Home  Town 
newspaper,  "The  Daily  Colonist,"  to  what  we  at  University 
School  have  been  preaching,  without  cessation  for  the  last 
twenty  years. 


In  an  article  upon  "Upper  Canada  College"  appearing  in 
the  Boy's  Own  Paper,  part  of  a  series  on  "Some  Canadian 
Schools" — and  in  which  series  one  may  appear  on  "University 
School" — there  occurs  a  remark  which  causes  pause.  In  that 
School,  its  100th  anniversary  close  approaching,  there  are  the 
descendants  of  some  9.000  Old  Boys  to  draw  from.  We,  in 
our  short  life,  have  reached  1,000.  Apart  from  what  these  can 
do  as  feeders  of  the  future,  consider  the  more  important  point — 
what  it  means  to  have  helped  mould  1,000  characters.  Its 
effect  is  untold  and  untellable.  They  have  stepped  out  mto 
Life's  work  with  our  impress  upon  them.  We  are  not  anxious 
over  the  result,  for  we  know  that  they  are  MEN.  They  have 
had  instilled  into  the  very  marrow  of  their  bones  "to  play  the 
game":  they  have  sensed  authority  and  discipline,  discipline 
not  flitting  but  constant.  Such  things  can  best  be  acquired  in 
a  boarding  school  where  the  masters  (themselves  examples  of 
all  that  is  manly)  are  with  the  boys  from  their  rising  up  to 
their  lying  down.  The  hours  of  play  and  of  recreation,  from 
4  p.m.  to  9  a.m.,  count  infinitely  in  the  full  development  we 
aim  at,  and  every  parent  desires  for  their  boys.  "By  their  fruits 
ye  shall  know  them,"  both  school  and  scholars. 


Our  ample  and  beautiful  grounds,  together  with  our  liberal 
accommodation  both  for  residence  and  activities,  are  to  be  put 
to  a  use  this  Summer  which  the  founders  could  ne'er  have 
dreamed  of.  We  have  had  the  greatest  pleasure  in  handing 
over,  free  of  cost,  both  buildings  and  grounds  to  the  Dominion 
Jubilee  Camp,  Canadian  Girl  Guides,  which  will  last  from 
July  12th-21st.  We  count  it  a  privilege  to  be  thus  able  to 
show  our  interest  in  the  movement.  It  is  our  little  free-will 
offering  to  a  most  worthy  cause. 


On  the  23rd  of  May — 40  years  ago — the  writer,  who  has 
outlived  most,  if  not  all,  contemporaries  of  '87,  both  public 
and  private  school  teachers  of  the  Province,  first  set  foot  on 
Vancouver  Island,  taking  up  his  residence  at  the  then  flourishing 
Naval  Station  at  Esquimalt.  Such  an  event,  naturally  memor- 
able to  himself,  is  only  of  interest  to  you  in  that  Time  must 


needs  have  its  effect  upon  us  all,  and  a  halt  in  full  activities  is 
demanded  by  life's  wear  and  tear,  even  to  the  strongest  of  us. 
The  School's  welfare  is  paramount;  at  the  same  time  it  is 
requiring  too  much  to  ask  one  wholly  to  dissolve  a  partnership 
with  teaching  which  has  endured  for  over  a  generation.  It  may 
be,  therefore,  that  ere  long  now,  I  may  once  again,  as  in  years 
gone  by  when  my  co-founders  were  associated  with  me,  retain 
by  the  kindness  of  the  Board  the  Wardenship,  leaving  the  more 
onerous  duties  of  Head — which  my  son  and  a  splendid  staff 
have  made  full  easy  for  me  these  last  years — to  one  in  the  prime 
of  life.  Thus  there  would  be  no  real  break,  whilst  added 
strength  would  come  to  us. 

This  is  in  my  mind,  and  I  would  not  hide  it  from  you. 
We  shall  see.

THE    NEW    GYMNASIUM 

A  "Coming-of-Age"  Gift 

Our  Founders  (with  permanency  in  view)  from  the  very 
first  have  not  been  content  with  wooden  buildings  at  Mount 
Tolmie.  The  hazard  of  fire,  in  their  estimation,  was  too  great 
a  risk  to  run  with  other  people's  children  in  their  charge.  The 
living  and  sleeping  quarters  are  of  cement  and  brick,  as  also  are 
our  classrooms.  Now  we  are  to  make  a  step  forward  and  replace 
the  old  gym.,  which  holds  so  many  happy  memories  of  games, 
instruction  and  hard  contests,  by  a  larger  one  of  brick,  one  up 
to  date  in  every  way  within.  It  is  to  be  the  "coming-of-age" 
offering  to  their  Alma  Mater  of  the  Old  Boys;  and  from  the 
replies  so  far  received  in  reply  to  the  circular  sent  to  all  within 
our  ken  and  reach,  the  prospects  are  more  than  satisfactory. 
The  cost  will  be  in  the  neighbourhood  of  $25,000,  covered  by 
a  fund  maturing  in  ten  years,  which  fund  on  maturity  would 
retire  the  whole  indebtedness.  According  to  the  plan  of  repay- 
ment, the  sum  of  $300.00  per  month  will  be  required.  The 
list  of  the  O.B.A.  which  will  be  found  in  this  issue  gives  an 
enrollment  of  200,  which  number  is  steadily  growing,  and  a 
monthly  donation  of  $1.00  per  member  for  the  period  of  ten 
years  will  cover  the  needed  amount.  Some  may  be  able  to  give 
more,  some  less,  but  each  one  doing  his  part,  we  shall  reach 
our  goal. 

With  this  direct  objective  in  constant  view  of  Old  Boys, 
there  will  be  a  tightening  of  interest.  The  Magazine  does  its 
part,  but  the  six  months'  gap  between  issues  allows  enthusiasm, 
with  some,  to  cool.  With  a  hand  in  this  work,  there  will  be  a 
keen  watching  of  the  progress  made  in  an  object  which  every 
Old  Boy  will  feel  drawn  to,  for  who  amongst  us  but  has 
delightful  memories  of  the  present  structure .'' 
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The  new  gym.  plans  (a  blueprint  of  which  is  sent  out 
with  this  number)  discloses  a  building  130  feet  long  with  a 
width  of  60  feet.  It  will  join  on  to  the  bathing  pool,  the  three 
stories  forming  the  centre  and  making  a  long  and  imposing 
structure.  The  inside  space,  laid  in  hardwood,  clear  of  all 
obstructions,  measures  90  x  60  feet.  An  overhead  running 
track  will  completely  encircle  the  gym.  proper.  The  three- 
storied  structure  will  hold  on  the  ground  floor  150  lockers  for 
Seniors,  the  second  floor  a  similar  number  for  Juniors,  whilst 
the  top  floor  will  be  the  living  quarters  for  our  Sergeant-Major 
and  his  family,  thus  doing  away  with  his  present  cottage,  which 
now  stands  where,  later,  the  other  half  of  the  Classrooms  Build- 
ing will  be  raised,  containing  a  noble  assembly  hall  with  extra 
classrooms.  We  purpose  one  thing  at  a  time — long  years  lie 
ahead  in  which  to  perfect  a  School  which  has  no  limit  to  its 
future.  Apart  from  a  central  heating  system  and  things  which 
cater  to  the  greater  comfort  of  the  boarders,  the  gym.  need  is 
paramount  today,  therefore  we  put  our  hand  to  it  and  count 
upon  every  loyal  Old  Boy  to  do,  with  eager  readiness,  his  share.

He  had  given  us 
evidence  that  he  was  in  shape,  for,  with  Beeson,  as  "hares,"  the 
two  in  one  of  our  best  paperchases  of  the  season  were  never 
sighted  by  the  eager  hounds. 


Once  again  we  have  had-  pleasure  in  lending  our  grounds 
to  Brentwood  for  their  matches.  Strong  rivals  of  ours  as  they 
are,  this  is  the  knightly  thing  to  do,  sure  evidence  tha-t  true 
sportsmen  are  above  all  jealousy.     Both  schools  fought  strenu- 
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ously  for  the  Rugby  Intermediate  Championship  this  year,  but 
both  fell  before  the  Wanderers.  We  lost  the  Gillespie  Shield 
to  Brentwood,  but  we  gained  the  Flumerfelt  Cup  as  a  stop-gap; 
we  lost  the  Bolton  Senior  Relay  Race  Challenge  Shield,  but 
gained  that  of  the  United  Services.  Our  representative  battled 
bravely  for  the  Junior  B.  C.  Tennis  Championship  with  Brent- 
wood's best,  and  victory  rested  with  our  champion,  S.  Jones. 
Competition  is  the  very  life, of  sport — but  not  necessarily  in 
leagues,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  many,  are  getting  somewhat 
overdone — and  long  may  we  have  those  to  meet  who  will  test 
our  mettle  to  the  limit. 


Once  again,  after  many  years,  we  have  been  granted  the 
favour  of  having  the  centre  for  McGill's  annual  matriculation 
exam,  at  the  School.  It  is  a  real  accommodation,  especially  as 
we  have  the  largest  proportion  of  the  entries. 


Our  yearly  Confirmation  Class  was  again  kindly  conducted 
by  the  Rector  of  St.  Luke's,  Cedar  Hill,  where  seven  of  our 
boys  were  confirmed  by  the  Bishop  of  Columbia  on  Sunday 
morning,  June  12th:  C.  S.  Clark,  T.  O'D.  Walton,  R.  B. 
Mabee,  J.  T.  Carew,  F.  Walter,  C.  Taylor  and  P.  C. 
Townsend. 


Excellent  reports  of  our  latest  Harvard  student,  M.  G. 
Sturgis;  and  of  J.  W.  Moore,  now  studying  at  Washington 
State  College  have  been  received  from  their  respective  Univer- 
sities. Both  are  good  and  encourgaing  reading,  Sturgis  steadily 
gaining  extra  high  percentages  in  Advanced  Mathematics: 
Moore  at  the  close  of  his  first  term  obtaining  an  "A"  Division 
in  Science  and  in  English.  They  themselves  express  warm 
thanks  for  their  solid  grounding  gained  whilst  here. 


We  congratulate  F.  C.  Pollard,  J.  C.  Hodson  and  A. 
Wolfe-Merton  upon  receiving  their  diplomas  from  the  R.M.C. 
this  month,  J.  C.  Hodson  winning  a  commission  in  the 
R.C.A.S.C.     There  were  thirty-three  in  their  graduating  class.

OUR  LOSSES 


We  regret  to  record  the  death  of  the  Hon.  Sir  Charles  H. 
Tupper,  P.C.,  K.C.,  one  of  our  Board  of  Directors,  which 
occurred  on  March  30th  at  Vancouver.  Stretching  back  to 
the  days  of  Belcher  Avenue,  Sir  Charles  had  retained  his  kindly 
interest,  and  given  practical  evidence  of  his  best  wishes  for 
success.  Three  of  his  sons  came  under  the  tutelage  of  our 
Founders:  "Jim  "  Tupper  in  '98,  now  an  Inspector  of  the 
Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police:  V.  G.  Tupper  in  1911,  who 
fell  in  the  Great  War:  and  "Reg."  Tupper  in  1913,  now  a 
resident  of  Vancouver. 


To  Major  and  Mrs.  Sherman  go  out  our  deepest  sympathy 
in  the  tragic  losses  they  have  been  called  upon  to  suffer. 
"Frank,"  a  genial  boy  amongst  us  and  keen  in  all  boyish  activi- 
ties, passed  away  just  after  attaining  his  fourteenth  birthday: 
and  his  sister  followed  him  but  a  few  weeks  later.  Frank's 
funeral  was  attended  by  the  Head,  Begg  and  Morant  (Prefects) 
and  Dennis,  Swanson  and  Coleman  2,  schoolmates-in-chief  of 
his.      A  wreath  from  the  School  was  lain  upon  the  grave. 


On  January  16th,  1927,  the  death  occurred  of  W.  F. 
Ellis,  here  in  '19.  Whilst  attempting  to  board  a  caboose,  on  a 
moving  freight  train  on  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad,  he  just 
failed,  and  was  killed  immediately.  The  accident  happened 
during  the  lunch  period  and  was  the  result  of  impatience.  He 
could  not  wait  fifteen  minutes  for  a  street  car.  being  anxious  to 
get  back  to  work.  He  was  junior  chemical  engineer  with  the 
Niagara  Falls,  N.Y.,  Electric  Chemical  Works,  with  which  firm 
his  brother  is  also  connected.  During  the  short  time  he  had 
been  with  the  company  since  leaving  college  he  had  made  excel- 
lent progress,  making  quite  a  name  for  himself  in  the  laboratory, 
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and  was  very  popular.  He  was  buried  on  Canadian  soil,  as  he 
would  have  wished,  in  the  quaint  little  village  of  Ancaster, 
Ont.,  and  his  specializing  on  hydrone  and  oxone  remains 
uncompleted.  In  our  last  June  number  we  mentioned  the 
successes  of  the  two  brothers  at  the  Institute  of  Engineering  at 
Houston,  Texas.  Here  W.  F.  gained  his  B.Sc,  having  been  on 
the  Honour  Roll  the  previous  year.  T.  E.  was  Head  Boy 
here  in  1920. 


THE  GOAT  MOUNTAIN  TRAGEDY 

(From  The  Daily   Colonist,    February    20th) 

VANCOUVER.  Feb.  19.— Swept  over  the  edge  of  a 
small  precipice  on  the  lower  slopes  of  Goat  Mountain,  E.  A. 
Agur,  proprietor  of  a  ski  camp,  may  have  been  buried  under 
tons  of  snow  which  were  loosened  from  a  hard  surface  above 
the  cliff,  but  there  is  a  possibility  that  he  escaped  and  lies  injured 
at  the  foot  of  the  rocky  walls. 

His  companion,  R.  C.  Johnston,  joint  proprietor  of  the 
camp,  had  a  miraculous  escape  from  death  when  the  snow 
descended  upon  them  today  as  they  were  skiing  towards  the 
Grouse  Mountain  Chalet. 

Johnston  was  swept  off  his  feet,  but  was  saved  by  a  small 
tree  on  the  edge  of  the  cliff. 

Clinging  to  this  slim  support,  Johnston  felt  the  snow  pass 
over  his  head.  Though  suffering  from  shock,  he  searched  the 
vicinity  for  Agur  before  continuing  on  his  way  to  the  Chalet. 

A  search  party  was  organized  by  employees  of  the  resort, 
and  Johnston  led  its  members  to  the  scene  of  the  accident.  No 
trace  of  Agur  could  be  found  above  the  cliff,  and  it  was  found 
to  be  too  dangerous  to  attempt  a  descent  without  more  help 
and  equipment. 

VANCOUVER,  Feb.  21. — iMountain  snows  today 
retained  the  body  of  E.  A.  Agur,  victim  of  Saturday's  avalanche 
on  Little  Goat  Mountain,  having  defied  yesterday's  effort  oi 
forty  Alpinists  and  police  officials  to  penetrate  the  hard  packed 
debris  at  the  foot  of  the  death  slope. 

Diggers,  visiting  the  scene  of  the  tragedy  Sunday  morning, 
found  a  second  slide  had  added  tons  of  snow  and  boulders  to 
the  mound  which  imprisoned  Agur's  body. 

Throughout  the  day,  toiling  laboriously  and  facing  the 
rigors  of  frequent  snowstorms,  the  party  worked.  By  night 
they  had  made  little  progress  against  the  hard  packed  snow, 
and  with  all  hope  of  finding  Agur  alive  gone,  they  abandoned 
their  task.  Agur's  body  will  remain  in  the  mountains  -until 
Spring  sunshine  dissipates  the  snow. 
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SCENE  OF  AGUR  TRAGEDY  VISITED 

(From  the  Vancouver  Star,  June  23rd) 

Search  parties,  laboriously  patrolling  the  rugged  slopes  of 
Goat,  Dome  and  Grouse  Mountains,  Wednesday,  acknowledged 
another  heart-breaking  defeat  in  their  efforts  to  find  Ben  Wein- 
born,  missing  Vancouver  youth,  when  the  hunt  was  finally 
abandoned  at  sundown. 

Dog-tired  from  their  day-long  scramble  over  rocky  trails 
and  gleaming  ice  fields,  searchers  arrived  back  in  North  Van- 
couver at  dark  with  the  discouraging  news  that  not  a  single  clue 
had  been  discovered  to  point  his  fate. 

Only  one  new  development,  a  grim  reminder  of  the  tragedy 
which  claimed  the  life  of  E.  A.  Agur,  February  19th,  was 
uncovered — a  rusty  climber's  hand-shovel,  which  was  found  at 
the  head  of  the  slide  from  which  Agur  was  swept  by  the 
avalanche.  Members  of  the  party  voiced  the  belief  that  Agur's 
body  may  not  be  recovered  this  Summer,  since  hard-packed  ice 
hummocks,  20  to  30  feet  in  depth,  are  heaped  upon  the  spot 
where  the  body  is  believed  to  be  lying. 

Agur  was  at  University  School  in  1910. 


FRENCH  IN  THE  SCHOOLS  OF  B.  C. 

(See  No.   50) 

In  a  previous  number  we  mentioned  a  Committee  formed 
in  Victoria,  with  Major  Howden  as  secretary,  to  enquire,  for 
the  B.  C.  Government,  into  the  teaching  of  French  in  the 
Province.  Their  report  in  full  has  been  accepted  by  the 
Government,  which  means  the  adoption  of  a  Conversational 
Method  throughout,  commencing  at  an  earlier  age.  This  action 
affects  us  very  closely,  and  we  welcome  the  position  taken  by 
the  Board  of  Education,  before  whom  many  of  our  boys  have 
to  appear  yearly  for  examination.  The  previous  syllabus, 
which  now  embraces  the  above,  has  undergone  many  altera- 
tions, by  way  of  omissions  or  additions,  and  should  result  in  a 
more  complete  and  rapid  grasp  of  the  language. 

Routine  Grammar  and  Syntax,  under  the  Indirect  Method, 
is  to  be  first  taken  up  now  by  the  10th  Grade   (Form  V.). 

Conversation,  under  the  Direct  Method,  is  now  to  be 
taken  up  from  the  3rd  Grade    (Form  II.). 

The  first  Government  examination  under  the  Direct 
Method  will  be  held  this  Summer  throughout  the  Province, 
wherever  it  is  requested  by  the  Principal  of  any  school,  public 
or  private.

B.  C.  Provincial  Championships 
The  School  was  well  represented  in  the  Provincial  Junior 
Championships,  since  no  fewer  than  five  of  our  boys  competed. 

Of  these,  Jones  i  is  to  be  very  heartily  congratulated  for 
winning  the  Under  18  Championship  of  British  Columbia, 
after  a  spirited  match  with  D.  E.  MacSwain,  the  Brentwood 
College  nominee,  with  a  score  of  6-4,  5-7,  6-1. 

In  the  Under  15  Class,  Ward  did  well  to  reach  the  finals, 
when  he  fell  a  victim  to  A.  Robertson,  after  some  hard-fought 
sets.      Score:  6-2.  6-8,  6-3. 

Tisdall  again  reached  the  semi-finals,  losing  to  the  eventual 
finalist,  Robertson,   10-8,  6-3.

McLeod.  Another  greatly  improved  player  from  last 
season.  Has  an  excellent  service  and  fair  ground  strokes,  but 
is  weak  at  the  net.  Should  learn  to  use  his  height  to  greater 
advantage. 

Phillips  I.  Varies  a  good  deal  in  his  play.  Good  on  his 
ground  strokes,  but  should  practice  timing  his  overhead  shots 
better.     Essentially  a  Doubles  player. 

Phillips  II.  Pairs  well  with  his  brother.  Strong  on  his 
ground  shots.      Can  hit  hard.

CotteRELL.  Three-quarter.  A  good  outside.  Brilliant 
in  defence,  and  always  gave  of  his  best.  A  hard  man  to  stop 
and  very  dangerous  near  the  line.  His  handling  has  improved, 
but  his  kicking  is  still  very  weak. 

Phillips  I.  Three-quarter.  A  fast  outside,  always  in 
position  and  combines  well.     Kicking  and  tackling  weak. 


BOXING 

The  Annual  Tournament  to  decide  the  Championships 
at  the  different  weights  was  held  on  Thursday,  March  7th.  In 
addition  to  the  boxing  there  was  an  excellent  display  of  counter- 
marching, given  before  a  large  and  greatly  interested  gathering 
of  parents.  Old  Boys  and  friends,  whose  applause  was  most 
generous  as  the  squad  entered  smartly  to  show  their  skill,  going 
through  the  various  exercises  without  an  error.  Our  visitors 
expressed  themselves  afterwards  as  much  impressed  with  the 
steadiness  and  rhythm  shown. 

The  boxing  then  followed,  a  very  spirited  series.  The 
first  bout  was  between  the  Dustweights,  Gould  and  Mitchell. 
Both  boys  mixed  it  well,  and  after  three  strenuous  rounds 
Gould  was  awarded  the  decision. 

In  the  Paperweights,  Callahan  was  successful  in  defeating 
Gait  Martin,  although  the  latter  put  up  a  very  plucky  fight. 
There  were  two  classes  in  this  division,  Poyntz  i  winning  by 
default  of  his  opponent  in  the  85-90  lbs. 

The  Junior  Champion  of  the  School  is  MacKid  ii.  He  is 
a  plucky  fighter,  and  carries  a  wicked  left.  It  was  his  excellent 
footwork  and  left  which  enabled  him  to  beat  Rowc,  who  also 
is  no  mean  boxer.     They  are  Flyweights. 

The  Featherweight  clash  caused  amused  interest  ampng  the 
spectators.      Lockhart's  wild  rushes  and  Mercer's  cool  attitude 
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throughout  made  a  marked  contrast.  Both  were  full  of  grit 
arid  determination,  but  Lockhart  could  not  keep  up  the  pace  he 
set,  Mercer  gaining  the  decision. 

A  most  scientific  bout  was  given  by  Kerr  and  Gordon, 
Lightweights.  Both  had  done  considerable  boxing  before,  and 
gave  an  exhibition  of  much  of  the  finer  boxing  points.  Kerr 
won  by  a  small  margin. 

The  Middle-Heavyweight  was  the  hardest-contested 
weight  of  the  year.  In  the  finals,  Begg  and  Cornwall  ii  met  to 
finally  decide  the  champion.  At  the  close  of  the  third  round 
the  judges  were  unable  to  decide,  and  an  extra  round  was 
ordered.  At  its  close  the  referee  was  himself  unable  to  name 
the  superior  of  the  two  and  announced  a  draw,  to  the  evident 
satisfaction  of  all  onlookers. 

The  final  bout  in  the  Light-Heavyweight  was  a  warm 
contest  between  Hammond  and  Dyer,  both  being  hard  hitters, 
the  former,  however,  showing  the  more  skill  and  gaining  the 
verdict  of  the  judges. 

To  end  up  a  really  splendid  evening's  work,  Gardner  and 
McLeod  met  to  decide  the  School  Championship.  Gardner,  as 
Welterweight,  and  McLeod,  as  Heavyweight,  by  lack  of  oppo- 
nents, fought  for  the  crown  in  three  well-contested  rounds, 
McLeod  being  awarded  the  decision. 

Gardner  was  announced  as  winning  the  medal  for  the 
most  scientific  boxer  in  the  School,  and  demonstrated  that  he 
fully  deserved  it. 

Messrs.  Russell  Ker  and  Jack  Matson  kindly  acted  as 
judges,  Mr.  A.  G.  Bolton  and  Mr.  R.  Wenman  being  referee  and 
timekeeper  respectively.

THE    SPORTS 

The  Annual  Athletic  Sports  were  carried  through  in 
splendid  weather  on  June  3rd,  before  a  large  and  colorful 
assemblage.  The  Lieutenant-Governor,  accompanied  by  Arch- 
bishop de  Pencier,  were  amongst  our  many  guests,  whilst  our 
"Old  Boys"  were  nigh  as  numerous  and  certainly  as  warmly 
welcomed  as  ever  by  their  younger  successors.  The  grounds, 
which  were  in  perfect  condition,  were  bedecked  with  many  flags, 
and  the  big  marquee,  under  which  a  delicious  tea  was  served, 
lent  a  cheerful  aspect  to  the  scene. 

During  the  afternoon's  proceedings  several  School  records 
were  broken.  This  year  the  220  yards  course  was  changed,  it 
being  set  diagonally  across  the  field,  though  starting  in  the  same 
old  spot.  By  this  change  the  former  bad  corner  was  eliminated 
and  evidently  made  the  running  easier,  as  both  Giolma,  in  the 
Open,  and  Carew,  in  the  Under  14.  broke  former  times. 
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In  the  Open  events,  Giolma  captured  the  Senior  Cham- 
pionship, although  McLeod  was  a  hot  competitor,  especially  in 
the  preliminary  contests.  In  the  Junior  events,  following  a 
very  keen  contest  between  Brinkley  and  Carew,  the  honor  of 
the  Junior  Championship  fell  to  the  former. 

The  counter-marching  proved  as  great  an  attraction  as 
ever.  This  year  the  Seniors  were  assisted  by  a  Junior  squad, 
ably  led  by  Allen.  These  small  boys  were  the  object  of  mucli 
interest  by  the  spectators,  and  their  part  was  highly  commend- 
able and  greatly  appreciated. 

"Trio,"  the  School  photographer,  was  "'right  on  the  job." 
and  as  a  result  obtained  a  great  many  pictures  featuring  different 
events.  The  day  itself  was  simply  perfect,  a  cloudless  sky,  "Old 
Sol"  much  in  evidence,  with  a  gentle  breeze  accompanying. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  competitions,  the  enthusiastic 
crowd  adjourned  to  the  steps  of  the  School  House,  whence  the 
Medals  and  Challenge  Cups,  as  well  as  special  prizes  won  at 
other  contests  during  the  Term,  were  presented  by  A.  McC.

"Univ."  in  the  long  ago.  Following  the  presentation,  Mr. 
Creery  made  a  most  pleasing  speech,  full  of  good  counsel,  and 
congratulating  the  boys  as  a  whole  on  their  fine  display  of  good 
sportsmanship  'and  athleticism,  and  encouraging  the  losers  to 
fight  on  year  by  year  till  success  rewarded  their  efforts.

MINUTES  OF  MEETING  OF  OLD  BOYS'  ASSOCIATION 

June  3rd.  1927 

The  Annual  Meeting  was  held  in  the  Dining  Hall  of  the 
School  at  1 1  a.m.,  with  A.  G.  Bolton  in  the  chair. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  made  a  verbal  report  on  the 
steady  development  of  the  Association,  both  numerically  and 
financially,  which  was  received  with  satisfaction  and  thanks  by 
the  members  present. 

Election  of  officers  being  the  next  business,  the  President 
being  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  some  other  local  member 
should  now  hold  the  position,  declined  re-nomination.  P.  R. 
M.  Wallis  was  unanimously  elected  to  the  position.  The  elec- 
tion of  Vice-President  fell  to  H.  R.  Wade:  whilst  A.  J. 
Helmcken  was  again  persuaded  to  retain  the  office  so  long  well 
filled  of  Secretary-Treasurer.

The  matter  of  the  new  Gymnasium  was  then  taken  up.

The  question  of  putting  a  Rugby  team  of  O.B.A.  in  the 
Intermediate  League  the  coming  season,  in  which  present  boys 
might  be  called  upon  to  take  part,  was  left  to  a  special  commit- 
tee at  the  call  of  the  Chair. 

The  Editors  of  the  School  Magazine  were  requested  to 
print  in  full  the  present  membership,  as  a  guide  and  help  to  an 
active  campaign  for  further  increase. 

The  meeting  closed  with  thanks  to  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Bolton 
for  his  continued  active  assistance  in  building  up  the  Association.

A  DELIGHTFUL  REUNION 

The  first  reunion  of  Old  Boys  to  be  held  in  Vancouver 
took  place  in  that  city  on  Saturday  evening,  April  23rd.  It 
took  the  form  of  a  dinner  held  at  the  Vancouver  Hotel,  and 
was  greatly  enjoyed,  both  from  a  social  and  gastronomic  point 
of  view.  The  chair  was  taken  by  H.  R.  Wade,  in  place  of  A.  G. 
Bolton,  the  President  of  the  O.B.A..  who  was  unavoidably 
detained  in  Victoria,  and  seated  by  him  were  Mr.  A.  McC. 
Creery,  M.P.P.,  and  our  Head. 

After  the  toast  of  "The  King,"  the  Chairman  called  upon 
the  Headmaster  to  address  those  present,  who  spoke  both  of 
the  interesting  Past,  of  the  Present  upward  move,  as  also  of 
Future  prospects.  The  late  placing  of  the  finances  on  a 
$100,000  bond  issue,  mostly  taken  up  already;  the  many 
improvements  of  late  years — swimming  pool,  field  drainage, 
manual  training,  etc.,  totalling  an  outlay  of  over  $25,000 — 
were  touched  upon,  and  the  assurance  given  that  an  increase  of 
boys  meant  still  other  developments  which  the  Directors  were 
anxious  to  make,  as  income  warranted.  Such  an  encouraging 
report  was  received  with  great  enthusiasm,  and  each  succeeding 
speaker  was  accorded  like  applause.  The  hard-working  Hon. 
Secretary,  A.  J.  Helmcken,  after  mention  of  the  numerous 
letters  of  genuine  regret  from  those  unable  to  attend,  gave  some 
account  of  his  stewardship,  stating  that  he  had  tracked  down 
some  700  Old  Boys,   but  that  many  were  still   too  elusive  to 
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hold  and  rope  into  the  fold.  He  called  upon  those  present  to 
join  seriously  in  the  quest  and  build  up  a  strong  organization, 
not  only  for  their  own  mutual  satisfaction,  but  also  as  a  real 
force  of  active  supporters  of  the  School  to  which  they  owed  so 
much.  He  felt  that  as  they  grew  in  numbers  they  should  be 
prepared  to  do  collectively  many  a  useful  thing,  such,  e.g.,  as 
giving  prizes,  especially  those  tending  towards  the  encourage- 
ment of  studies. 

Mr.  Creery,  whose  many  boys  attended  in  the  now  long 
ago,  spoke  most  kindly  and  wholeheartedly  of  the  value  that 
he  felt  University  School  was  to  the  whole  Province,  and  that 
his  support  would  always  warmly  be  given  to  its  advancement. 
A  school  was  for  the  e-ducation,  i.e.,  the  bringing  out  in  the 
pupil  all  that  was  necessary  for  him  to  build  upon  in  his  future 
years,  the  development  of  character,  the  acquirement  of  basic 
general  knowledge,  and  the  principles  of  true  sportsmanship, 
and  these  he  felt  the  School  to  which  he  had  entrusted  his  own 
boys  fully  carried  out. 

The  diners  would  not  be  denied  the  right  to  hear  from 
R.  W.  Whittome,  the  Vice-President,  and  R.  D.  Lcnnie,  to 
whose  initiative  this  first  Vancouver  gathering  was  due.  Short 
speeches  were  also  given,  and  greatly  enjoyed,  by  J.  C.  E. 
Walker,  Stavert-Byrn  and  R.  D.  Harvey,  the  latter  not  only  an 
Old  Boy  but  now  one  of  the  Directors  of  the  School,  who 
stressed  the  debt  that  not  only  he  but  all  present  owed  to  the 
Masters,  from  Headmaster  down.  They  had  been  taught  "to 
play  the  game,"  than  which  there  was  no  more  important 
lesson  in  a  man's  life.

Dear  Mr.  Bolton: 

I  have  received  the  Black  and  Red,  and  perused  it  with  much  interest. 
For  this  reason  I  am  sending  you  a  cheque  so  that  I  may  become  a  Life 
Member  of  the  Old  Boys'  Association.  Could  you  tell  me  what  year  I 
started  my  School  career  under  you.-"      I  left  in    1908. 
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My  House  here  is  full  up.  It  is  nice  to  be  able  to  say  that  there  is  no 
room    for   new    boys   for   some   time. 

Owing  to  an  amazing  series  of  accidents  last  year,  I  fear  I  shall  have  to 
put  off  my  proposed  visit  to  Victoria  for  a  while.  In  January  I  dislocated 
my  shoulder  badly,  skiing  in  Switzerland:  I  then  tore  my  left  ankle  at 
football  in  iMarch;  dislocated  my  shoulder  again,  boxing,  in  June:  smashed 
two  of  the  fingers  of  my  right  hand  in  Sweden  in  August,  where  I  was  travel- 
ling on  a  tramp  steamer,  and  badly  sprained  my  right  ankle  in  November. 
I  also  went  over  the  handle  bars  of  my  motor-cycle:  but  that  was  merely 
humorous  after  the  other  accidents.  I  am  now  insured,  and  feel  more 
confident  now  that   1926  has  passed. 

I  love  to  roam  about  and  add  new  experiences  to  my  stock.  One  comes 
back  to  School  with  renewed  vigour,  though  some  of  my  Oxford  friends, 
who  are  safely  married,  look  askance  at  my  wild  habits. 

I  would  like  to  make  a  suggestion.  It  is  that,  say  every  two  years,  a 
list  of  members  with  their  addresses  be  printed  (life  members  in  thick  black 
and  ordinary  members  in. plain  print),  and  be  sent  round  to  all  members. 
If  the  dates  when  they  were  at  the  School  are  added,  it  would  be  of  great 
interest  to  all.

Dear  Mr.  Bolton: 

The  late  issue  of  the  Black  and  Red  came  during  the  Christmas  holidays, 
and  I.  was  surprised  to  see  how  many  new  fellows  there  were  among  the 
Prefects.      I'd  certainly  like  to.be  back  and  play  Rugby  for  a  while. 

I  am  at  Cornell  University  and  taking  a  course  in  Mechanical  Engineer- 
ing. We  have  just  finished  our  finals,  and  I  passed  all  of  mine  safely:  at 
least.  I  hope  so.  I  have  been  taking  Calculus.  Surveying,  Drawing,  two 
Chemistries,  and  a  few  lecture  courses.  Our  schedules  are  rather  hard,  as  I 
have  four  eight  o'clock  classes.  I  have  all  afternoons  taken  up  until  4.30 
p.m.,  except  two,  so  you  see  I  am  kept  busy  most  of  the  time.  In  addition, 
I  have  classes  on  Saturday  until  one  o'clock,  which  I  found  hard  to  get  used 
to  at  first. 

Cornell  has  a  very  beautiful  campus,  besides  being  co-educational,  whL-h 
has  worked  out  quite  well  here.  The  regulations  on  the  Freshmen  aren't 
very  hard,  but  what  rules  there  are,  they  are  enforced,  and  I  nearly  learned 
a  bitter  lesson  once.  We  have  to  wear  little  Freshmen  caps,  the  replica 
of   the   caps  the  Harvey  House  boys  wear,  but  I  don't  mind  that  much. 

Military  training  is  compulsory  for  two  years  here,  and  I  went  into  the 
Artillery,  and  I  find  it  very  interesting  and  useful.  We  haven't  done  any 
firing  as  yet,  but  have  been  learning  the  rudiments  of  the  game,  and  we  will 
do  some  target  firing  this  spring.  There  is  also  a  rifle  team  here,  but  I 
haven't  had  the  time  to  go  out  for  it,  but  I  am  going  to  try  and  find 
time  in  my  next  term's  schedule.  The  training  I  received  at  the  "U."  I  find 
has  benefited  me  a  great  deal  and  given  me  a  good  start  over  all  the  rest  of 
the   fellows.      Of   course,    you    might    know    that    the    military    training    isn  t 
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very   popular,    but   there  is  no   general   outcry   about   it,    and   I   think   it   is   a 
good  thing  myself. 

Cornell  is  a  fraternity  campus,  and  I  have  joined  a  fraternity  (Phi 
Sigma  Kappa) ,  and  like  the  fellows  very  much.  There  are  about  thirty  in 
our  fraternity  and  seven  in  the  "Frosh"  class,  including  myself.  I  don't  live 
at  the  fraternity,  as  I  took  a  room  at  a  private  boarding  house  when  I  first 
arrived  here,  but  will  live  there  next  year.  I  eat  my  meals  there  and  spend 
my  spare  time  there,  which  is  very  little.  The  system  of  "rushing  "  (pledg- 
ing a  fellow  into  a  fraternity)  is  very  poor  here,  and  is  hardest  on  the 
Freshmen.  The  minute  you  arrive  in  Ithaca  there  are  a  bunch  of  fellows 
waiting  to  date  ycfu  up  for  dinner,  and  you  are  rushed  around  from  one 
fraternity  to  the  next  for  about  a  week,  and  then  it  is  still  harder  to  decide 
which  one  you  like  best.  "The  first  week  at  College  is  always  the  hardest," 
so  goes  some  saying,  and  Cornell  is  no  exception. 

I  have  turned  out  for  track,  which  is  an  all-year  sport,  and  find  it 
fine  exercise.  The  coach  is  Moakley,  called  "the  old  man  of  the  track."  He 
trained  the  American  Olympic  team  about  five  years  ago.  He  has  helped  me 
immensely  and  changed  my  style,  so  I  can  run  a  bit  now.  Quite  a  bit 
different  from  my  field  days  at  the  "U."  !

FROM  OUR  CHINA  CORRESPONDENT 
An  Outspoken  Opinion 

(Much  has  happened  since  this  writing  in  that  distracted  country) 

February.    19  27. 

Dear  Mr.  Bolton: 

Although  things  are  strained  out  here,  everyone  carries  on  all  right. 
Those  who  have  a  lot  to  lose,  of  course,  have  worries.  Business  is  pretty 
dull,  and  money  tight.  This  eternal  commotion  among  greedy  generals,  and 
now  the  ambitious  effort  of  the  Bolshevized  Cantonese  Government,  are  just 
about  ruining  the  country.  After  the  Wanhsien  affair  and  others  of  lesser 
importance  it  is  a  relief  to  see  a  more  firm  policy  evolving  on  the  part  of 
the  Home  Governments,  who.  for  some  time  past,  have  exhibited  a  most 
exasperating  policy  of  conciliation,  which  reacts  on  the  Oriental  mind  in  onlv 
one  way :     a  show  of  weakness. 

It  is  most  irritating  to  the  foreign  residents  to  read  the  utter  drivel 
which  is  published  in  European  and  American  papers  about  the  situation  here 
and  also  to  see  the  half-baked  opinions  of  tourists  who  spend  a  few  hours 
in  Shanghai  and  Peking  given  prominence.  These  horn- rimmed  spectacled 
Ananiases  prate  glibly  about  extraterritoriality  and  a  thousand  other  things 
they  know  nothing  about.  Put  them  in  a  purely  Chinese  city  for  a  while, 
and  they  will  soon  find  out  that  the  people  who  have  spent  their  lives  here 
arc  perhaps  not  quite  as  ignorant  as  they  would  have  the  rest  of  the  world 
believe.  With  all  due  respect  to  their  calling,  the  missionaries  are  among  the 
greatest  offenders  against  the  plain  truth.  They  will  not  realize  that  90  per 
cent,  of  their  converts  are  only  rice-bowl  Christians.  This  is  well  illustrated 
by  the  case  (perfectly  authentic)  of  a  man  who  was  interviewing  a  prospective 
house-boy  who  had  previously  worked  for  a  family  of  missionaries.  The 
man  told  the  boy  he  could  not  take  him.  as  he  had  never  failed  to  have  trouble 
with  converts  in  his  employ.  This  did  not  worry  the  boy  in  the  least.  He 
replied.  "Oh.  this  allright  master — I  work  for  missionary  my  belong  Jesus 
man — my  work  for  you  my  no  belong  Jesus  man — any  fashion  you  like 
can  do." 

The  National  Christian  Council  here  by  their  infernal  meddling  in 
politics,  by  blackguarding  their  own  nationals  and  thus  helping  indirectly  to 
stir  up  the  feeling  against  them,  have  made  for  themselves  a  nariic  that  is 
disliked  and  distrusted  among  all  the  business  men  of  China.      While  business 
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is  so  bad  that  husbands  cannot  afford  in  many  cases  to  send  away  their 
families  to  escape  the  heat  of  the  summer,  bungalows  galore  are  still  being 
built  to  house  the  missionaries  and  their  families  for  the  summer,  all  paid 
for  out  of  "Foreign  Mission  Funds"  as  raised  at  home  and  here.  The  mis- 
sionaries in  most  places  are  a  lot  better  off  than  the  rest  of  us.  What  with 
their  home  leave — summer  quarters  in  all  the  best  resorts  in  China — special 
rates  in  hotels,  railways,  etc.,  and  some  of  the  business  deals  they  put  through, 
it  is  not  surprising  to  see  a  goodly  number  retiring  well  provided  with  the 
world's  goods.  The  American  element  to  a  great  extent  look  on  their 
work  as  a  business  and  in  no  other  Jight.  And  yet  they  are  the  one  who 
experience  all  the  inconveniences  and  uprisings  in  their  schools.  To  give 
the  Roman  Catholic  priests  their  due.  they  live  simply,  and  have  never 
experienced  trouble  with  the  students  in  their  schools,  and,  what  is  more, 
their  finished  product,  although  usually  French  instead  of  English-speaking, 
is  far  better  educated  than  those  coming  from  Protestant  mission  schools.  I 
have  seen  more  than  one  example  of  that  in  our  own  oftice. 

A  little  less  idle  talk,  a  little  more  time  devoted  to  their  real  object  out 
here,  and  a  little  more  realizing  that  their  financial  support  is  from  the  man  in 
the  street,  would  do  a  world  of  good  to  a  lot  of  those  who  burble  about 
"our  down-trodden  Chinese  brethren  toiling  under  the  yoke  of  foreign 
Imperialism."  All  utter  bunkum:  and  I  doubt  if  it  gets  them  very  far — 
John  Chinaman  is  not  quite  as  simple  as  to  believe  any  more  sincerely  in  the 
Church  just  because  a  representative  happens  to  pander  to  his  pet  convictions. 

What  is  needed,  and  needed  badly  right  now,  is  intervention  by  the 
leading  foreign  powers;  but  America  is  only  willing  to  indulge  in  theoretical 
meddling  in  the  affairs  of  other  people,  she  never  goes  in  for  sound,  practical 
intervention. 
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CHARACTER    AND    LEARNING 

{From    The   Daily   Colonist,   June   5.    191/) 

There  is  an  idea  prevalent  that  a  superior  education  of  the 
kind  that  leads  to  the  passing  of  examinations  is,  and  ought  to 
be,  a  sure  passport  to  future  prosperity.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
it  is  nothing  of  the  kind.  Everything  depends  on  the  character 
behind  the  education.  Education  is  only  a  tool  in  our  hands 
If  the  hand  is  nerveless  and  unskilful,  the  tool,  however  sharp 
its  edge  may  have  seemed  in  the  grinding,  is  next  to  useless. 
The  tool  is  good  in  its  way,  but  the  hand  is  the  character  which 
has  been  built  up  in  the  individuality  of  the  man  or  woman. 
Learning,  both  through  books  and  through  doing  things,  is 
good  and  necessary:  it  is  today,  however,  most  important  that 
all  of  us  should  give  first  place  in  our  training  to  the  strengthen- 
ing of  character. 

There  are  notable  instances  of  those  who  had  little  learn- 
ing to  start  with  but  who  acquired  such  by  more  or  less  labori- 
ous processes,  thus  indicating  their  force  of  character.  Burns 
sang  at  the  plough:  Shakespeare  began  as  an  ostler  and  handy- 
man of  the  theatre:  Keats  as  a  surgeon's  apprentice:  and  Sir 
Richard  Arkwright  endured  almost  a  lifetime  of  illiteracy,  and 
had  not  time  or  means  to  learn  to  spell  until  he  was  between 
fifty  and  sixty  years  of  age.  The  saying  that  an  ounce  of 
character  is  worth  a  ton  of  book-learning  is,  of  course,  an 
exaggeration  and  an  injustice  to  learning;  but  it  contains  an 
element  of  vital  truth.  No  amount  of  learning  gained  from 
books  will  ever  make  people  a  success  in  life  unless  they  have  in 
themselves  the  righe  fibre  of  character — true  manhood  or 
womanhood — to  accompany  their  learning  and  to  control  and 
use  it.  The  proper  balance  is  to  have  a  sound  weight  of  chara- 
ter  with  an  equally  full  weight  of  learning.  Then  the  learning 
is  entirely  helpful.  Myriads  of  men  and  women  with  character 
have  succeeded  more  swiftly  and  fully  because  they  had  learning. 
The  difference  is  that  these  successful  men  and  women  made 
themselves  the  masters,  not  the  slaves,  of  learning.  Perhaps  the 
greatest  need  of  the  world  today  is  that  all  of  us  should  give 
renewed  thought  to  the  training  of  character,  placing  it  in  the 
forefront  of  all  our  endeavors.

CANADA'S    DIAMOND   JUBILEE 

This  year,  1927,  marks  a  great  event  in  the  brief  period 
of  Canada's  known  history,  namely,  the  celebration  of  her 
Diamond  Jubilee.  If  one  traverses  in  mind  the  long  corridor 
of  Time  till  the  year  1867  is  reached,  we  find  ourselves  in  a 
period  when  the  destinies  of  many  another  nation  than  the 
British  were  dominated  by  wonderful  groups  of  far-seeing  men.

And,  best  of  all,  the  country  which 
it  was  said  to  be  impossible  to  unite,  proved  its  unity  and  loyalty 
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to  that  Empire  of  which  it  is  proud  to  be  a  part  during  the  dark 
years  of  the  Great  War  by  the  instant  response  of  men,  money 
and  every  other  aid  from  all  the  far-flung  Provinces. 

What  just  pride  and  joy  of  heart  those  Fathers  of  Con- 
federation would  have  felt  had  they  but  lived  to  see  this  day 
we  live  in,  and  to  take  their  part  in  the  Diamond  Jubilee  of 
their  handiwork.  Our  happy  conditions  are  the  fruits  of  their 
labour. 

Thus,  wherever  Canadians  are  gathered  together  at  the 
coming  celebration,  let  them  call  to  remembrance  their  "Fathers" 
and  pledge  themselves  that  as  a  nation  Canada  shall  ne'er  forget 
those  to  whom  we  owe  so  much.
